Preferred: Applicant must meet one of the
qualifications identified: Associate’s degree in Early Childhood Education or Childhood Development or equiva-
lent degree consisting of 18 credit hours of ECE coursework at the Associate level and one year of experience
teaching in a licensed childcare or public pre-k setting; OR Bachelor's Degree in Early Childhood Education or
Childhood Development or equivalent degree consisting of 18 credit hours of ECE coursework at the Bachelor
level and one year of experience teaching in a licensed childcare or public pre-k setting.

Must be able to pass a medical exam that includes screening for TB, as required by
Federal and State regulations, to be free of communicable disease, and must have received the following vacci-
nations: (MMR) Measles, Mumps, Rubella, and Tetanus if not current, to assure no significant risk exists to the
health or safety of others. Certification in CPR, First Aid, and Food Handler's must be obtained within six weeks
of hire.
